Those bally Britishers were going to 
sta rt whang off the bat and devel­ 
op a bunch of athletes who were to 
garner all the 1915 Olympic medals 
honors, records and ribbons in sight 
But already, 
according to reports 
from the land th at has ju st been 
startled from tea-drinking habits by 
an exhibition of 
Yankee 
baseball 
which also shook the crown from and 
a derby hat onto King George’s roy 
a1 pate, the Englanders have begun 
to stall. 
Only Nobles Need Apply 
The wild enthusiasm

land and the colonies stirred up for 
the first few m onths following 
the 
Stockholm games has since sim m er­ 
ed down until i f s as lukew arm as a

at the next Olympics France is bound 
to be heard from. 
In Germany and Sweden

being done in France, is today going 
on in Germany and Sweden. The Ger. 
man government is showing every en­ 
couragem ent, both financial and mo­ 
ral, to those who are developing a th ­ 
letes for the Berlin games, and in 
Sweden they are using that stadium 
they built for the last Olympics as a 
practice ground for developing the 
Swedish team. 
But they have started too late for 
the 1915 games. The United States 
has too much of a lead. W itness the 
recent am ateur

champion­ 
ships held at Madison Square Gar­ 
den,where three records were sm ash­ 
ed and several more were equalled,

Knots In Harness. 
To bK>sen knots in harness, straps. 
cords, ropes, or even shoestrings, ham­ 
mer the knot on all sides with a mallet 
or a piece of wood, turning the strap 
or rope around, then dip in trolling 
water, holding It there a minute or 
two, according to size of knot to be 
loosened. Before doing so add a little 
soap to the water, then with a sharply 
pointed instrument pick the knot loose. 
It can often be done with the fingers. 
Knots that have been pulled in harness 
or ropes for months or years can be 
loosened readily.—Exchange.

sion,” in an article prepared for the j 
United Press. Judge Neil put through i 
the M others’ Pension law in Illinois, j 
He is now working to put a sim ilar j 
law on the New York state statu te; 
books. 
He is bitterly opposed to or- j 
ganized charity, and with the 
one j 
idea to have m others’ pension laws i 
enacted in every state in the Unbm, 
declares th at such laws must replace 
organized charity. Not every one w ill 
agree with Judge 
Neil’s argum ent, 
but so many sociologists and philan­ 
thropists believe in his ideals that 
the following article should 
prove 
deeply interesting to any person con­ 
nected, however slightly with move­ 
m ents looking towards aiding those 
unfortunate m others 
who are left 
destitute and dependent upon others.

There are two 
ways of treating 
poverty— they arc as far apart as 
wisdom and folly, as right and wrong 
as success and failure. The one is to 
cure by removing the cause The oth­ 
er is to alleviate by sweetening the 
results.

adopted and advocated by the Na-J 
tioual Probation league— not only for I 
! the treatm ent of poverty— juvenile* j 
and adult, but also in the treatm ent j 
of crime. 
It is the great modern I 
idea. 
It was this idea which m arked the! 
difference between 
French 
failure j 
and American success in building the ; 
Panam a canal. The French sought to; 
cure by medical treatm ent the vol-1 
low fever which killed its workmen, 
the Americans destroyed the mosqui­ 
to which produced the disease. This 
is the principle upon which is con­ 
structed Probation 
and 
M others’ 
pensions— the two 
greatest preven­ 
tives of crime and poverty ever put 
in operatiou by legislative 
enact­ 
ment. 
Motion W ithout Progreso 
The other method of dealing with 
; poverty— that of 
lightening 
some­ 
what the heavy load of the sufferer 
- for an hour, a day or a month, as 
the emergency may demand, is the 
usual method of charity. Organized 
or unorganized— a method good as 
far as it go' s, and perhaps necessary 
1 :n many case ; as an aid to something 
, better, but \v’ cli of itself is like a 
lost traveler walking In a circle— or 
a boy riding a hobby-horse, plenty 
of motion but no progress. 
It is lis le s for charit> whether it 
I ; hp organized or unorganized to claim 
the ability to remove the cause of 
poverty in the vast m ajority of cas­ 
es. 
To do this two things are re. 
quisite. knowledge and power. To the 
knowledge and what is necessary to 
be done must be added the power to 
compel compliance. 
The charity worker finds on every 
hand conditions which unless remov­ 
ed or remedied render utterly inef­ 
fective and inoperative any attem pt 
to put an end to the applicants de­ 
pendency, but moral suasion the on­ 
ly weapon available, is generally use­ 
less to brine about such results, lf 
threats are made or the courts 
ap­ 
pealed to,‘charity loses its beaut'- an(j 
! significance and becomes hateful to 
| its beneficiary.
